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DETAILED ACTION 

This application, filed May 31, 2000, claims benefit to provisional applications 
60/137,143, filed June 1, 1999, and 60/198,532, filed April 19, 2000. 

Applicant's supplemental after final amendment filed September 1 1 , 2003, has been 
received and entered. Claims 1, 29 and 33-36 have been amended. Claims 1, 10-13, 15, 29, 30 
and 33- 42 are pending and currently under examination. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner*s statement of reasons for allowance: 

As indicated in the final office action claims 37-42 were allowed. Further, as indicated in 
the first advisory action claims 1, 10-13, 29, 30 and 33-36 submitted in Applicant's first after 
final amendment would be found allowable if submitted in a separate, timely filed amendment 
(see Advisory Action, section 4, paper 19). Applicant's supplemental after final amendment 
presenting claims 1, 10-13, 29, 30 and 33-36 has put the application in condition for allowance.
